1 . Pursuant to MPEP §706.07(a), this Office Action is made NONFINAL because 
Applicant has not received an Office Action regarding the merits of claim 20. A complete Office 
Action addressing all pending claims follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
5,322,506 to Kullas. 

Kullas discloses an irrigation tip having a shaft 16 and a debrider 17. See Figures 1 and 
1 A. See also col. 6, line 43 through coL 7, line 36.
